Court Advises Her Relatives,

In refusing a divorce to Mrs. Annie 
Powitzky, Judge Shields, in the Circuit 
Court, Monday, blamed the interference 


of relatives for trouble in the Powitzky 
household and advised them to keep out. 
He told the wife the evidence showed 
that whenever she wanted anything her 
husband wasn’t willing to give her, she 
would leave him, to return when he 
had granted the request.

He said that to. get his wife to return 
to him at once Powitzky had consented 
to annul an ante-nuptial agreement 
whereby neither. was to inherit the oth- 
er’s’ property.

The Court awarded $300 in addition to 
the $500 already allowed for the wife's 
attorney's fee.

FEDERAL CASE OUTLINED

After the Kimmel case jury reported 
and was sent back for further delibera- 
ion Monday morning, Judge Charles F. 
Amidon of the United States District 
Court called the case of the Govern- 
ment against E. G. Lewis, charged with 
using the mails to defraud, in connec- 
tion with his University City interests. 

Lewis was represented by former 
Judge Shepard Barclay. United States 
District Attorney Charles A. Houts, as- 
sisted by Charles H. Daues and Homer 


Hall, appeared for the Government. 

Sixty talesmen were present, and the 
Court instructed District Clerk Nall to 
draw 2 for the first panel. This panel 
was selected by drawing from the wheel. 

Lewis’ History Reviewed. 

The District Attorney explained to the 
men from whom the jury will be select- 
ed that Lewis is cnarged with operating 
four different schemes to defraud by the 
use of the mails and that there are 12 
counts in the indictment against him. 

He said Lewis’ had lived in University 
City about ten years and now is Mayor: 


the Woman’s National Daily, the Wom- 
en's Magazine, the Woman's Farm Jour- 
vial, Beautiful Homes and the Journal of 
Agriculture, and that the Woman's 
Magazine, the first publication issued 
from University City, was preceded by 
a periodical called the Winner Magazine. 
Lewis’ first publication-in St. Louis. 

Houts also mentioned the octagonal 
building erected by Lewis and the one 
across the street, which he first called 
“a Turkish affair,’ but when Lewis 
smiled at this he remarked that it was 
a replica of an Egyptian mosque, which 
appeared to satisfy the defendant. 

In 1908, the District Attorney said, 
Lewis got up schemes for advertising in 
his publications, a large number of 
notes of the Lewis Publishing Co., the 
University Heights Realty and Develop- 
ment Co., the United States Fiber Stop- 
per Co., the Development and Invest- 
ment -Co.. and the American W‘oman’s 
League, which was originated with a 
view to building chapter houses in va- 
r‘ous places throughout the country. 

The District Attorney said the defend- 
ant also advertised for sale 6 per cent 
notes of the University Heights- Realty 
and Development Co. and preferred 
stock of the Lewis Publishing Co., in 
his publications. 

Judge Amidon explained that the 
charges against Lewis are of a criminal 
nature and that an indictment carries 
no presumptipn of guilt. He counseled 
the prospective jurors to give the de- 
fendant the benefit of doubt. 

90 Pages in Indictment, 

The indictment of Lewis contains 12 
counts. Each count Sets up a specific 
allegation of fraudulent use of the mails 
to obtain money for his various Univer- 
sity City enterprises. The indictment 
contains 90 pages of typewritten matter. 

One of the charges against’ the Uni- 
versity City publisher is that in 1908 he 
advertised that he would sell 600,000 
worth of notes secured by mortgages on 
the Woman’s Magazine and Woman's 
National Daily buildings at University 
City, but that instead of selling notes 
thus secured he sold unsecured notes. 
The indictment sets forth that an issue 
of $600,000 worth of notes was secured by 
the mortgages, but that Lewis sold an 
additional $700,000 of apparently similar 
notes, unsecured. ' 

Another charge in the indictment is 
that Lewis, in 1909, advertised for sale 
$537,000 worth of notes secured by a mort- 
gage on the property of the University 
Heights Realty and Development Co. It 
is charged that instead of selling merely 
the $537,000 worth of paper, Lewis sold 
$1,900,000 in notes. A technical point is 
said to be involved in regard to the se- 
curity of some of these notes, but the 
Government. charged in the indictment 
that at least $168,000 worth of the notes 
were absolutely unsecured. 

Debenture Scheme Attacked. 

In July, 1910, it is charged in another 
count that Lewis issued debentures in 
the form of his personal notes and ad- 
vertised that he would exchange them 
for the securities issued by his compa- 
nies. It is charged that Lewis, by this 
debenture scheme, sought to get contro 
of securities about to fall due in his sev- 
eral companies as follows: $500,000 worth 
of bonds of the University Heights 
Realty and Development Co., §900,600 
worth of 7 per cent notes of Lewis Pub-

Case, Witnesses in Which Re- 
cently Was Beheaded, Opens 
Without Demonstration.

Judge Must Rule on Admissibility 
of Murdered Leoni’s Previous 
Testimony. 


Italians packed Judge Rassieur’s court- 
room Monday, when, for the second 
time, Tony Sansone was placed on trial 
for stabbing Giuseppi Camarata to 
death. At the first trial, last June, the 
jury failed to agree. 

The second trial has added interest be- 
cause of another tragedy which has-c- 
curred since the Camarata killing. Three 
days before the time set for the trial, 
Jan. 28, last, Salvatore Leon!, principal 
witness for Sansone, .was murdered and 
his headless body was left in an ashpit 
a few blocks from where Sansone killed 
Camarata. 

The killing of Leoni caused the San- 
sone trial to be continued to March 4. 

° Talesman Acts Strangely. 

While many members of the bitter 
Sansone and Camarata factions were in 
court Monday, there was no demonstra- 
tion. The only incident was afforded 
by the strange actions of an Italian, 
who three times arose in the crowd of 
spectators and loudly announced that 
he had been summoned as a juror. When 
he was called on the panel, Judge Ras- 
sieur excused him. Policemen in the 
courtroom said this man had been Jrink- 
ing. 

Tardiness of attorneys delayed the 
case at the start. When all was in 
readiness, Jeptha D. Howe, John S. 
Leahy and T. T: Fauntleroy, counsel for 
Sansone, could not be found. Howe ar- 
rived 10 minutes late and explained that 
other business had detained him. Faunt- 
leroy entered the courtroom a few min- 
utes later with the statement that Leahy 
was ill at his home. Judge Rassieur 
indicated he would not delay the trial 
further. Howe then telephoned to 
Leahy, who arrived later. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Shaner, 
with Charles P. Johnson as special pros- 
ecutor, represented the State. 

Sansone, the 19-year-old defendant, and 
his father, Michael Sansone, arrived at 
the Four Courts early and went to an 
office at the rear of the courtroom. 

Eight Policemen in Court.’ 

They were not as closely guarded by 
detectives as at the previous trial. Short- 
ly before the case was called they 
walked into the courtroom and sat to- 
gether near the counsel table. Eight 


} Specially detailed policemen were sta- 


tioned near the courtroom door to keep 
order in the crowd. 

Sansone’s mother, who was constantly 
with him at the previous trial, did not 
appear. It was said she was ill. 

Sansone and Camarata, both fruit ven- 
dors, quarreled at a fruit auction at 
Fourth street and Franklin avenue, 
Sept. 12, 1910. Sansone slashed Cama- 
rata’s neck with a knife. Camarata then 
fired a shot at Sansone, who closed in 
on him and stabbed him 25 times, leav- 
ing him dead on the sidewalk. 

One of the questions put up to Judge 
Rassieur is whether at the present trial 
he will admit a transcript of the testi- 
mony of Leoni at the first trial. Leoni 
testified that Sansone stabbed Cama- 
rata in self-defense,

POLICE IN FEAR 
CHEATHAM WILL 
NOT BE CAUGHT 


They and the Circuit Attorney 
Object to Premature Publica- 
tion of His Name. 
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SEARCH WAS DELAYED 


Officers Wanted Pawnshop Kill- 
ing Suspect to Have Chance 
to Pawn Watches. 


The police declined to say Monday 
whether they expected soon to hear of 
the arrest of Samuel A. Cheatham, 
wanted on an information charging rob- 
bery issued 20 days after the Cowperth- 
wait loan office at 719 Pine street had 
been robbed, and George Wurzburger, 
an employe, fatally shot and slugged. 


Chief of Detectives Allender refused 
to say when he had heard from Detec- 
tive O’Brien and Detective Sergeant 
James, who went to Mississippi after 
the information was issued in the hope 
of arresting Cheatham at the home of 
his brother, Paul, a telegraph operator. 

Premature Publication Deplored. 

Chief Allender, Chief Young. and Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones said they feared the 
arrest had been made impossible by the 
St. Louis newspapers in prematurely 
publishing the fact that Cheatham was 
wanted. Young and Allender said the 
detectives had been handicapped by this, 
as Cheatham’s friends easily could have 
telegraphed him warning. 

Jones said he intended to start an in- 
vdstigation to learn how, the news 
‘leaked out.’’ He said he regretted the 
publication of Cheatham’s name. 

The fact that Cheatham was the sus- 
pect being sought was not published 
until it was announced at Police Head- 
quarters last Friday that his arrest was 
expected that day. James and O’Brien 
than had been away more than a week 
and had had ample time to find Cheat- 
ham if he stopped at his brother’s home 
in Mississippi. 

The loan company was robbed the 
evening of Jan. 31 and the next day 
Charles Obermoeller, a tailor's design- 
er, employed at 615 Pine street, gave 
the detectives the information on which 
they began a search for Cheatham. It 
was about a week, however, before 
this information was laid before the Cir- 
cult Attorney. 

He wanted to issue an information 
immediately it was learned by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, and offered to pay 
the expenses of detectives who might be 
sent in search of the suspect. The po- 
lice urged him not to issue a warrant, 
it is said, as they wanted to wait until 
the robber had pasvned some of the 200 
watches taken from the loan company. 
This, they argued, would give them bet- 
ter evidence in case of an arrest. 

It was only when it was decided to 
send James and O’Brien to Mississippi 
that Jones was asked to issue the in- 
formation. He nevertheless commends 
the police, saying they were doing good 
work on the case’and might have made 
better progress if the newspapers had 
not published the Cheatham story. 

Newspapers Aided in Hunt. ‘\ 

In the afternoon newspapers of Feb. 
1, however, Obermoeller read that cuff 
buttons with the initials, ‘S. A. C.,”’ had 
been left in Wurzburger’s pawn shop 
the night of the assault. He hastened to 
the police and told that he had seen 
Samuel A. Cheatham the night before. 

Cheatham, he said, had a suit case 
and announced he was starting for Flor- 
ida, intending to stop in Mississippi and 
visit Paul. He had a big roll of bills, 
Obermoeller said, although he had been 
in sore financial straits for several 
weeks before.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 4.—Wil- 
liam E. Reddin and Herman G. Seiffert, 
officials of the Milwaukee Iron Workers’ 
Union, will be removed to Indiana for 
trial in the alleged dynamiting conspira- 
cy, Federal Judge A. L. Sanborn of 
Madison today having overruled their 
contention that if they had committed 
an offense it was committed in Wiscon- 
son, not in Indiana. 

Judge Sanborn held that every ship- 
ment of nitroglycerin by Ortlie McMan- 
igal or the McNamaras was chargeable 
also to all the other persons in the al- 
leged conspiracy. 

“So the offense, if any,’’ he said, “was 
committed in Indiana, although it may 
also have been in other states. The 
most convenient place for trial, from 
the standpoint of all the defendants, is 
in the District of Indiana. Therefore 
these defendants should. stand trial 
there, with the others, unless they have 
the right, under the Constitution to be 
discharged from arrest here.’’ 

Reddin and Seiffert challenged the suf- 
ficiency of the indictment, in that it 
Was hot explicit enough in presenting 
proofs of guilt. The Court held, how- 
ever, that in a case where secrecy is of 
prime importance, a grand jury is justi- 
filed in not incorporating too specific 
statements in the indictment. 

Judge Sanborn’s ruling probably will 
affect the efforts of other defendants, 
two of them in New York, to prevent 
extradition to Indianapolis for trial.

According to the report which was’ 
transmitted to Col. Steever by the cus- 
tom officers, the horses of the Ameri- 
cans were killed and they retreated on | 
foot to Columbus after, killing or wound- 
It is not 
known which side took the aggressive. 
~ Cattlemen who passed through Colum- 
bus on their way to the. cattlemen’s 
convention here today said that Rancho 
Las Palomas is owned by Americans and 
Englishmen and that the Americans in 
the reported fight were employed on the 
ranch, 

According to this source of informa- 
tion, the Americans resisted when the 
Mexicans tried to commandeer horses 
from the ranch. The cowboys’ mounts 
were killed and they retreated to the 
ranchhouse, where they fought until 
the marauders rode away. They were 
exhausted when they reached Columbus 
and talkéd but little, but before turn- 
ing in for sleep they said they saw seven 
Mexicans fall and that they believe four 
of them were killed.

WASHINGTON,. March 4—There is 
‘nothing to indicate that a cold wave 
will cross the country this week, ac- 
cording to the weekly bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau. 

“There will be,’ says the bulletin, ‘‘a 
general, though gradual, reaction to 
normal temperatures over the seetion 
east of the Rocky Mountains Tuesday 
and Wednesday and moderate tempera- 
tures thereafter unt:!] the close of the 
week. 

“4 disturbance that now covers the 
West and Southwest will advance slow- 
ly eastward and cause a continuation of 
unsettled weather with rains in southern 
and snow and rein in middle and north- 
ern states, east of the Recky Mountins, 
during the next several days. The next 
disturbance to cross the country wil 
appear in tne Far West Thursday or 
Friday and prevaii over the Middle 
West at the end of the weck. 

“Moderate weather and wind condi- 
tions wil! prevail over the transatlantic 
routes during the week.”

Estimated 200,000, Working. 
Men, Besides the 1,000,000 
Miners, Are Idle. 


GOOD FEELING PREVAILS 


Only in Isolated Instances Do 
Men Interfere, Preventing 
Feeding of Horses. 





LONDON, March 4.--Factory after 
factory is closing down all over the 


United Kingdom, as a result of the na- 
tional coal strike, and those responsible 
for the trouble simply are marking time 
for the present, although it is said nego- 
tiations soon will be resumed. 

Besides the miners, considerably more 
than 1,000,000 of whom have ceased work, 
it is estimated there are upwards of 200,- 
000 workers in other industries idle ow- 
ing to the strike, and the number is in- 
creasing hourly. 

The crews of coal-carrying vessels are 
being discharged as the ships are un- 
able to get cargo and the railroad em- 
ployes are suffering in a similar way be- 
cause of the curtailment by the com- 
panies of their train service. One short- 
line railroad in Yorkshire has discon- 
tinued service entirely. 

In isolated instances the striking min- 
ers have refused permission to men to 
enter the mines to feed the horses which 
have been left below or to keep the 
workings clear. Generally, however, the 
utmost good feeling prevails between 
the men and the owners. 


German Miners Strike Without Per- 
mission of Their Union, 


BOCHUM, Germany, March 4.—A m'- 
ners’ strike, which was unexpected, and 
which had not been ordered by the Mi- 
ners’ Union, started in three mines here 
today, the men leaving work because, 
they assert, unjustified deductions zad 
been made from their wages. 

The incident, it is feared, may pre- 
cipitate a general strike of! miners on the 
question of wages, which the leaders cf 
the Miners’ Union and the mine own- 
ers are trying to prevent. 

The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Miners’ Federation has issued a 
proclamation censuring the strikers for 
committing a breach of discipline. The 
proclamation orders the men to reswinic 
work. 
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SENATE DEFEAT OF 
SUGAR BILL LIKELY 


Democrats Will Need Seyen Re- 
publican Votes to Carry In- 


come Tax Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The pass- 
age of the combined free sugar and in- 
come tax propositions through the Sen- 
ate at the present session is deemed im- 
probable by Senators Smoot, Penrose 
and Cullom, members of the Finance 
Committee, which will deal with the 
question. They argue that solid oppo- 
sition from the regulars, disaffection 
among the Democrats and non-adhesive- 
ness among the Progressives will make 
success unattainable. 

It is admitted that Senators Bailey, 
Foster and Thornton will not vote for 
the House bills. Thus the total Demo- 
cratic strength will be reduced to 39. It 
will be necessary to secure the assist- 
ance of seven Republicans to win. Even 
such a radical Progressive as Bristow 
does not see his way clear to favor the 
House combination. 

Time will prove an important factor. 
The sugar and income tax measures 
come third in the list of tariff revision 
suggestions. Steel heads the list, with 
chemicals next. The regular Republi- 
cans threaten to bring in bills revising 
the wool and cotton schedules. It ,is 
proposed to conclude the present ses- 
sion not later than June 15. The cer- 
tainty of a veto from the President will 
deter many senators from becoming en- 
thusiastic over free sugar and an income 
tax.

‘Sinking Boat Escape to the 
Coast.

= WILMINGTON, N. C., March 4.—After 


a day and night at sea in open life- 
boats with his crew of 19 men, Capt. 
B. F. Bates of the Standard Oil tank 
steamer City of Everett arrived here 
early today and reported his ship had 
been rammed and sunk off the Carolina 
coast Friday night, leaving adrift barge 


No. 58 with 
meéen aboard. 


Capt. Stephenson and 15 
The United States cutter 


ttasco immediately steamed to sea to} 


search for the barge. 

Capt. Bates says his vessel was struck 
by the British steamer Kensington, 
from Savannah, Ga., to Liverpool, when 
40 miles. east by south of Frying Pan 
Lightship. The barge was cut adrift 
and the steamer crew took to the life- 
boats in time to escape going down with 
the City of Everett, which sank five 
minutes after the collision. 

-The Kensington stood by to rescue 
the shipwrecked men, but declined to 
tand them at an American port, so Capt. 
Bates decided to take his chances with 
the lifeboats. Heading for the South 
Carolina coast, they landed hungry and 
worn out, nine miles south of Myrtle 
Beach, 8. C., late Saturday night. The 
crew camped with the upturned boats 
for shelter, while the captain made his 
way across country 6. this city. 

The City of Everett and the barge 
were laden with ofl from New York for 
Jacksonville, Fila. The steamer was 
built in 1894, was of 1939 net tonnage and 
valued at $250,000.

Popular:Subscription. 


SWENSON GIVES REPORT 


Senator Chamberlain Suggests 
Monument Take Form of a 
School in New York. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March  4.—Mayor 
Gaynor and the committee of Demo- 
cratic governors organized to admiris- 
ter the Thomas Jefferson Memorial 
Fund have the well wishes of every 
man in public life who read the en- 
nouncement of the opening of the fund 
to popular subscription. Admirers of 
Thomas Jefferson have, from time to 
time, made efforts to collect sufficient 
funds to erect a worthy memoria: to 
that great statesman, but this is the 
first time that public effort has prom- 

ised great success. 

One suggestion most earnestly n de 
is that the $50,000 which Mr. Pulit ér 
proposed when he founded the memo- 
rial fund by leaving half of that sum, 
probably will be greatly augmented by 
the public. Several leading Democrats 
express the belief that in this year of 
Democratic hope enthusiasm for the 
principles of government enunciated by 
Jefferson will find expression in a de- 
sire to participate in the building of this 
people’s memorial, 

Underwood in Accord. 

“I am in heartiest accord with the 
movement to supplement the generous 
bequest of Mr. Pulitzer,’’ said Oscar W. 
Underwood of Alabama, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House. “To Thomas Jefferson this na- 
tion owes as much as to any other in- 
dividual who participated in its founda- 
tion. The Jeffersonian principle of 
‘equal rights to all and special privileges 
to none,’ has formed the basis of the 
formation of that party:in the United 
States which has proved the one imper- 
ishable political organization in the cen- 
tury and a third of the nation’s life. 

“It is to Thomas Jefferson that the 
American people owe the honor for hav- 
ing forced into the embryonic constitu- 
tion of the nation the principles of equal 
rights, religious freedom, a free press 
and the elimination of even the tendency 
to the creation of an _ aristocratic 
oligarchy founded on birth or wealth or 
inherited power. 

. Expression of Simplicity, 

“The simplicity of the man Jefferson 
should be expressed in the memorial 
It should stand for the pure, noble char- 
acter of the author of the Declaration 
of Independence, the far-sighted public 
officer who forced upon the unwilling 
‘little Americans’ the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, the man who held in turn the of- 
fices of Secretary of State, Vice-Presi- 
dent and President of the United States 
with a distinction and an ability paral- 
leled perhaps, but never transcended in 
the history of the country.”’ 

Representative William Sulzer of New 
York, chairman of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, said: 

“With all liberty-loving people I am 
most heartily in favor of carrying out 








that provision of Mr. Pulitzer’s will re- 
rarding the Thomas Jefferson memorial. 
[The money Mr. Pulitzer contributed 
speaks volumes for his humanity, his 
love of liberty and“his sagacity. The 
people of the country, regardless of race, 
religion or politics, should contribute 
their part to the Pulitzer memoria] to 
Jefferson, and I doubt not that they 
will. 
Sulzer's Interest Deep. 

“It should be a popular subscription, 
and the dime of the poorest man should 
be just as welcome as the dollar of the 
rich man. All that is necessary to do is 
to let the rank and file know. They will 
respond. Their hearts are true, and the 
money will be forthcoming. I take a 
deep and abiding interest in the matter, 
and will be glad to do my part.” 

Senator Claude A. Swenson, formerly 
Governor of Virginia, as was Thomas 
Jefferson, said: 

“The provision made in the will of 
Mr. Pulitzer for the erection of a mon- 
ument in New York City to Thomas Jef- 
ferson was very appropriate and fur- 
nishes further evidence of the broad 
patriotism and public spirit of Mr. Pul- 
itzer. 

One of Greatest Men. 

“Thomas Jefferson is one of the great 
men produced by America, whose influ- 
ence is permanent and world-wide. No 
one ever possessed a clearer vision of 
the true purposes of government than 
Jefferson. No one ever realized more 
fully and wisely the duties that govern- 
ment owes to each of its citizens. He 
was practically the founder of popular 
rights and popular institutions in Amer- 
ica. His principles and teachings have 
largely dominated the political thought 
of this nation since his death. His in- 
fluence upon American institutions, and 
through these American developments 
ex that of any other man. 

“A speculative philosopher and a 
plodding lawyer; a great statesman and 
a most astute politician; a born aristo- 
crat, yet a great believer in and fol- 
lower of equality; a bold and daring rev- 
olutionist in government and in legis- 
lation, yet timid and modest; a fine 
architect, with eyes for grace and beau- 
ty, yet a plain planter in pursults and 


in dress; a literary genius, possessing | 


rare taste and acquirements, yet a great 
adept in practieal affairs of business and 
politics, Jefferson possessed a combina- 
tion of varied and contradictory ac- 
complishments, virtues and talents 
which have made him one of the world’s 


j greatest and most useful men.”

Senator George E. Chamberiain of 
Oregon said: “It is fitting that a monu-.

of speech and the press; that he founded 
the great university where the doors of 
opportunity were to be and have al- 
ways been open to all. These and

We hailed with joy the information that the 
managers of St. Louis railroads were ready to 
give St. Louis justice by abolishing the remaining 
bridge arbitraries, particularly the coal and pas- 
senger tolls.

Since Col. George Harvey “took him over,” un- 
der contract similar to those through which 
Messrs. Rockefeller, Archbold and Morgan are 
supposed to provide for exclusive control of out- 
put, the literary output of Howells has been 
financially appreciated. All republics are un- 
grateful, but the ingratitud?2 of the “republic of 
letters” is notoriously the worst.

If after beginning his labors in the republic of 
letters as a liberator of humanity, Howells had 
continued that unprofitable business, his total 
output might have been worse than a drug in 
the market by this time. But it is fully appre- 
ciated when he has Col. George Harve; in control 
of it. On his birthdays now (and may they be 
many) he is secure from the ingratitude of the 
republic of letters. He can do the work as an 
artist for which none of us can thank and praise 
him too much. But the other Howells who 
dared the worst in the republic of letters for 
the sake of expressing his own best? Ah, well! 
Léet us give him at least some appreciation and 
gratitude.

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SUFPFRAGETTES PLAY WITH FIRE. 

The London’ suffragettes timed their latest 
depredations for a moment when the Govern- 
ment is staggering under the burden that must be 
supported until an adjustment is devised for the 
great coal strike that threatens to paralyze all 
national industries and cut off the food supply. 

“What the suffragettes have done is only a flea 
bite compared with what the miners are prepared 
to do,” Mrs. Emmeline Pank-iurst is quoted as 
saying. Such example and precept from intelli- 
gent women of recognized position in the king- 
dom can exert only a pernicious influence on the 
minds of strikers, already inflamed with a sense 
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sentment in violence. 

If serious rioting breaks out among the strik- 
ers, these women cannot escape responsibility for 
the consequences. A terrible lesson on the danger 
of the lawless plan of campaign may be impend- 
ing. What will these light-hearted ladies think 
of their methods if they suffer severely in their 
own property or in the persons and property of 
thuse dear to them because of. the imitation of 
those methods by misguided strikers? 

They show some of the limitations of those who 
are warned against playing with edged tools.

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A TRIAL FOR HERESY. 

In New York, two women went to. Willis 
Vernon Cole to be prayed for. They professed 
to believe that as a matter of religion, he could 
pray in a way which would be likely to cure or 
help them when they professed to be tortured 
with pains, due to their own sins or some other 
cause for which Willis Vernon Cole was not re- 
sponsible. 

When he promised to pray for them and give 
them such.other help as he believed his religion 
could ‘afford, they had him arrested. They were 
frauds. That is, they were policewomen, specially 
employed to “frame up cases,” in ways ordered 
by police officials or officials of the Board of 
Health. 

It is because of these circumsiances that Willis 
Vernon Cole, after being arrested, is now on 
trial before Justice Seabury in the Supreme Court 
of New York. He was arrestea as a heretic on 
what, from the standpoint of the Board of Health, 
is ample proof of his heresy. He is charged with 
being a heretic in medicine, because he gave none. 
If medical science is established by law, the be- 
lief of those who think pains may be relieved by 
prayer or by any means other than drugs and 
surgical operations, is heresy of the rankest kind. 
It is all the more a heresy from that standpoint, 
if it is an incident of religious faith. That is 








{the point which makes the case of Willis Ver- 
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ments and boards of health. They are “next,” if 
Willis Vernon Cole can be legally punished for 


religious or scientific heresy. 
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Senator Martin’s suggestion that the Demo- 
cratic national convention be postponed to give 
a longer interval after the Republican convention 
is not justified, but Secretary Urey Woodson’s 
suggestion that the place of meeting be changed 
ought to have careful consideration.

Henry Hamilton was named 
as executor, and upon reading the wills 
he learned that, aside from a few gifts 
to charity, the entire fortune was be- 
queathed to Charies H. Tunley. 

Hamilton’s only information concern- 
ing the whereabouts of Tunley was that 
he lived either in Boston or the West 
Indies. Search was immediately begun; 
but the years slipped by without any 
trace of him being found. 

In the meantime Tunley mioved to 
Brooklyn and secured employment as a 
bookkeeper for the Standard Oil Co. at 
26 Broadway. 

One day last February Tunley had a 
luncheon engagement with a friend and 
m:t him in the hallway of the office 
building where he worked. As he got 
out for the elevator, Harry Fowler, his 
friend, called out: ‘“‘Hurry, Tunley, and 
we'll catch this car.’’ 


Found by Accident. 
Standing close by him at the time 


was an English-looking gentleman, who 
showed sudden interest in the man ad- 
dressed as Tunley. He spoke to him and 
learned that Tunley had once lived in 
Boston and the West Indies. Further 
identification was made and the strang- 
er then announced himself as Harry 
Hamilton, and said he had in his care 
a fortune amounting to $3,000,000 that 
had been bequeathed to Tunley. He had 
gone into the office building purely by 
accident. 

The two men hastened to Tunley’s 
home, where Hamilton went over pa- 
pers relating to the wills of the three 
sisters. A few days later he sailed for 
England to settle the estate. He told 
Tunley to be prepared to follow at short 
notice and receive the fortune that had 
been bequeathed to him.

started operations again early today. A 
small band of them armed with ham- 
mers and stones went through the 
Knights’ Bridge and Brompton road dis- 
trict in the West End of London, break- 
ing plate glass windows of the big dry 
goods stores situated in that neighbor- 
hood. 

As usual, owing to the disturbance be- 
ing unexpected, the police on duty in the 
district were unable to cope with the 
suffragettes, who were distributed over 
a wide area. The storekeepers and their 
employes were compelled to do sentry 
duty in front of their premises, but in 
many cases were unable to keep the 
women from doing damage. 

A detachment of mounted police was 
the first reinforcement to arrive on the 
scene, One of the men was immediate- 
ly dragged from his horse by excited 
women. 

In one store alone damage to the ex- 
tent of $1250 was done. Thirty women 
were arrested. 

The windows of the Marquis of 
Crewe’s and the Lord Chancellor’s 
residences were smashed with hammers 
during the suffragettes’ raid. 

A woman said to be a suffragette en- 
tered the general postoffice Sunday 
night with a basket of paraffin-soaked 
shavings, which she lighted. The fire 
was quickly extinguished. 

The woman meanwhile left the build- 
ing, flung a brick through a window 
and surrendeed to the police. 

Over one hundred suffragettes who are 
remanded in connection with Friday’s 
window-breaking raid. made an extraor- 
dinary demonstration in Holloway prison 
yesterday. When at exercise they de- 
manded to see Mrs. Pankhurst, who as 
a convicted prisoner was confined in an- 
other part of the prison,, accompanying 
their demand by choruses of “The Mar- 
sellaise,’’ frequently repeated. 


Inducted to return to their cells they 
smashed all the windows, from which 
they waved handkerchiefs, meanwhile 
renewing the singing of “The Mar- 
seillaise.”” The noise of the breaking 
glass and singing was heard in ad- 
joining streets, the inhabitants of which 
could also see the waving handkerchiefs 
through broken panes. The demonstra- 
tion continued more than two hours. 


SECRET NUMBER CODE 
USED FOR PACKERS 


National Company Employe 
Tells of Margins Sent Over a 


Private Wire. 


CHI#AGO, March 4.—Charles E. Barry, 
manager of the dressed beef department 
of the National Packing Co., testified 
today in the packers’ trial that he had 
received ‘information concerning the 
margins of Armour, Swift and Morris in 
the Bastern territory between 1903 and 
1906, over the private wire of the Na- 
tional Packing Co. 

Information from Boston was sent by 
R. A. Perking and Perry N. Water- 
house, and from New York by Everett 
Dill, he said. Figures of other Eastern 
cities for Armour, Swift and Morris were 
given to him by E. A. Allen, assistant to 
the president of the National Packing 
Co., he said. 

Barry said he did not know how the 
figures were obtained. The names of the 
companies were never used in the mem- 
oranda and were written down in a cer- 
tain order which identified the compa- 
nies, he testified. The National Packing 
Co., he said, was the first on the list, 
Armour second, Morris third and Swift 
last. 

Barry denied ever having heard the 
expression ‘“‘noon figures’’ applied to 
margins telegraphed to Chicago from 
the East.
